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PROCEEDINGS. 


The  Electors  convened  on  Tuesday,  December 
4tli,  at  4  o'clock,  p.  m.,  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  in 
the  city  of  Albany,  when  Hon.  D.  R.  Floyd  Jones, 
Secretary  of  State,  took  the  Lieutenant-Governor's 
chair  and  called  the  College  to  order.  On  a  call  of 
the  roll  the  Electors  all  responded  to  their  names. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  William  Cullen  Bryant, 

Ex-Governor  John  A.  King,  of  the  first  district, 
was  elected  President  of  the  College.  The  Secre- 
tary of  State  named  Hon.  W.  C.  Bryant  and  Hon. 
Abijah  Beckwith,  a  committee  to  conduct  the  Pre- 
sident to  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Hon.   James  Kelly  of  New  York, 
James  Parker  of  the  thirty-third  district,  and  Dr. 
N.  Edson   Sheldon  of  the   fifteenth   district,   were 
elected  Secretaries. 


On  motion  of  Hon.  James  0.  Putnam  of  Chautau- 
qua, 

Resolved,  That  the  president  be  requested  to  invite 
some  resident  clergyman  of  the  city  of  Albany  to 
open  the  meeting  of  the  Electors  on  Wednesday  the 
5th  inst.,  with  prayer. 

The  College  being  thus  organized,  Gov.  King 
briefly  addressed  the  Electors  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Electoral  College  : 

I  am  unacquainted  with  the  manner  of  proceed- 
ings in  such  assemblages,  and  I  am,  therefore,  some- 
what at  a  loss  to  decide  whether  at  this  preliminary 
meeting  it  would  be  proper  to  address  the  College 
upon  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  convened.  If  not 
now,  another  opportunity  may  be  afforded  me^  when 
it  will  be  more  appropriate  to  do  so.  But  I  can 
have  no  doubt,  indeed  every  feeling  of  my  heart 
prompts  me  to  acknowledge  in  the  warmest  manner 
the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me.  It  is  a 
mark  of  your  confidence  and  personal  regard,  such 
as  must  be  ever  indelibly  impressed  upon  my  heart 
while  I  have  the  power  to  feel  and  appreciate  it. 

On  motion  of  E.  W.  Fiske,  Esq., 

The  College  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  Senate 
Chamber  on  Wednesday,  the  5th  inst.,  at  10  o'clock,

SESSION  OF  WEDNESDAY. 

Ex-Governor  King  took  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor's chair  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  called  the 
College  to  order. 

In  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  yesterday  the 
President  introduced  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell,  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  who  offered  up  an  eloquent 
and  fervent  prayer. 

The  President  then  announced  that  the  first  busi- 
ness in  order  was  for  the  Electors  to  proceed 
to  ballot  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  James  Kelly, 

Hon.  William  Cullen  Bryant  and  Hon.  James 
0.  Putnam  were  appointed  Tellers,  to  receive  and 
count  the  ballots. 

The  ballots,  neatly  printed  on  cards,  were  then 
distributed,  but  without  the  name  of  the  State  of 
the  candidates. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  James  S.  Wadsworth, 

Each  Elector  was  instructed  to  add  to  his  ballot 

the   name    of    the    State    in   which   the    candidate 

resides. 

The  Electors  then  proceeded  to  ballot,  when  the 

Tellers  reported  thirty-five  votes  cast,   and  all  for 
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Abraham  Lincoln  of  Illinois,  for  President  of  tlie 
United  States.  The  President  then  announced 
the  result  amid  great  applause  from  the  galleries. 

The  vote  was  then  taken  for  Vice-President,  and 
the  Tellers  announced  thirty-five  votes  cast,  all  for 
Hannibal  Hamlin  of  Maine.  This  result  was  also 
received  with  continued  applause  by  the  crowded 
galleries. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  James  Kelly, 

Resolved,  That  Stewaet  L.  Woodford,  Esq.,  of 
New  York  city,  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  Mes- 
senger to  convey  the  lists  and  certificates  of  the 
vote  of  the  Electoral  College  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States  Senate,  at  the  seat  of  Government, 
in  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  the 
State. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  James  O.  Putnam, 

Resolved,  That  Cyrus  0.  Poole,  Esq.,  of  Buffalo, 
be  appointed  the  Messenger  to  convey  one  copy  of 
the  list  of  the  votes  of  this  Electoral  Collea^e  to  the 
United  States  Judge  for  the  Northern  District  of 
New  York,  as  provided  by  sec.  28,  of  art.  3,  chap.  6, 
title  6,  part  1,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  New  York. 

On  motion. 

The  President  appointed  Hons.  Edwards  W. 
Fiske,  Jacob  H.  Ten  Eyck  and  John  F.  Winslow,  a 
committee  to  deposit  one  copy  of  said  lists  of  votes 
in  the  Albany  post-office. 


On  motion  of  Hon.  James  0-  Putnam, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Electoral  College 
be  tendered  to  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell  for  his  services  in 
officiating  as  its  Chaplain. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  certificate  of  the 
vote  for  President. 

The  undersigned,  Electors  for  President  and  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States  for  the  State  of  New  York,  do  hereby 
certify,  that  having  met  at  the  Capitol  of  the  said  State,  in  the 
city  of  Albany,  and  organized  the  Electoral  College  of  the  said 
State,  according  to  law,  did  this  day  proceed  at  the  Capitol 
aforesaid,  to  vote  by  ballot  for  President  and  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States:  that  thirty-five  votes  were  cast  for  President, 
all  of  which  thirty-five  votes  were  cast  for  ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  for  President  of  the  United 
States. 

In  witness  whereof,  we,  the  said  Electors,  have  hereunto 
subscribed  our  names,  at  the  Capitol  aforesaid,  this  fifth  day  of 
December,  a.  d.,  1860.

The  thanks  of  the  College  were  tendered  to  Ex- 
Governor  King,  for  the  prompt  and  able  manner  in 
which  he  has  presided  over  its  deliberations. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  W.  A.  Darling, 

The  thanks  of  the  College  were  tendered  to  the 
Secretaries  of  the  College  for  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  they  have  discharged  their  duties. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  James  Kelly, 

The  thanks  of  the  College  were  tendered  to  the 
Hon.  D.  R.  Floyd  Jones,  Secretary  of  State,  for  his 
kindness  and  assistance  to  this  Electoral  College. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  J.  R.  Allaben, 

The  thanks  of  the  College  were  tendered  to  Hon. 
P.  Dorsheimer,  State  Treasurer,  who  with  his  clerks 
had  appeared  in  the  circle,  and  rendered  the  mem- 
bers of  the  College  very  necessary  and  especial  service. 
Also  to  Mr.  George  Jenkins  for  the  neat  and  com- 
fortable manner  in  which  he  has  prepared  the 
Senate  Chamber  for  our  use. 


On  motion  of  Hon.  James  0.  Putnam, 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretaries  of 
the  College  be  requested  and  directed  to  certify  on 
behalf  of  the  College  on  the  envelops  which  shall 
contain  the  lists  of  the  votes  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  in  accordance  with  the  statute  of  this 
State. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  James  0.  Putnam, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested 
to  publish  the  proceedings  of  the  Electoral  College 
in  pamphlet  form,  and  furnish  each  member  of  it 
with  twenty-five  copies  of  the  same. 

Hon.  E.  W.  FiSKE  from  the  Committee  appointed 
to  deposit  a  list  of  the  votes  of  the  College  in  the 
post-office,  reported  that  the  Committee  had  per- 
formed the  duty  assigned  them,  and  taken  the  Post 
Master's  receipt  for  the  same. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted,  the 
Committee  discharged  and  the  Post  Master's  receipt 
ordered  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

The  hour  of  2  o'clock,  p.  m.,  having  arrived,  and 
the  business  of  the  Electoral  College  having  been 
completed  according  to  law,  the  President  addressed 
the  College,  as  follows  : 
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Gentlemen  of  the  College  of  Electors : 

Having-  completed  the  business  for  which  we 
came  together,  I  desire  before  we  separate  to  con- 
gratulate you  on  the  vote  which  has  just  been  cast 
for  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Hannibal  Hamlin,  the 
Republican  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident. By  this  solemn  act  we  have  executed  the 
will  of  our  constituents,  and  having  thus  faithfully 
discharged  the  trust  reposed  in  us,  it  becomes  us 
calmly  to  await,  in  common  with  those  who  think 
and  act  with  us,  as  well  as  all  other  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  the  period  which  is  to  transfer  to  the 
hands  of  the  President  elect  the  executive  power  of 
the  Federal  Government.  In  the  meanwhile,  we 
rely  upon  the  equal  national  and  fixed  principles  of 
the  Republican  party,  declared  and  set  forth  at 
Chicago,  and  upon  the  firm  conservative  character 
of  him  whom  we  have  chosen  to  give  efi'ect  to  those 
principles,  to  vindicate  our  choice  before  the  Ameri- 
can people.  *  In  wishing  you  all  a  safe  return  to 
your  homes,  and  again  renewing  my  thanks  for  the 
honor  you  have  conferred  on  me,  I  declare  this 
College  of  Electors  adjourned  sijie  die.
